The cottages 
are Situated on the hillside andhave accommodation for thirty-four 
children, Each is in the charge of a housemother and her assist- 
ant. The children are responsible for domestic duties and as a 
result learn that work is not unpleasant. 


The school provides education up to the Indian School Certifi- 
cate which leads to university. Although English is the language 
spoken, the children are taught Hindi and Bengali. 


The child whom we have adopted is Errol Webber. He was 
born in Calcutta, August 30, 1951. Although Errol's parents 
are alive, they live in the slums of Calcutta and are very poor. 
He lives in Heathland cottage with six other children. His house- 
mother informs us that he is very obedient and does his share of 
chores. He is very bright, does well in school, and is in class 
10A. Errol reads a lot, is full of energy, and is always up to 
mischier,
